PEIPING, July 30 (/P) — Three hundred Chinese, Bome wearing the bluish arcen uniforma 
of communists, Jtillcil at least four U. S. marinca and wounded 19 others with automatic 
weapons, rifles and grenadea during « violent four-hour attack on a truck convoy of 100 
leathernecks, eyewitneHses related today. 

A search ia being made for other marines, believed to be 
Btill missing. 

The attackers, lying in ambush in cornfields 35 miles south- 
east of Peiping, would have wiped out the cflnvoy had the 
marines not elected to jump back in the trucks and 
under fire, the witnesses said.

Sliict! they have assumed tills paternal re- 
sponsibility, and since Ihey exert a consider- 
able Influence In Washington, it might be In- 
teresting to have these executives' explana- 
tion of the ClO'a ultimate hopes and alma 
regarding price control. Ah of now, their 
stand la a ilttle confusing. 

Last week, Philip Murray, CIO president, 
outlined to a congressional committee Bome 
proposals for n "progressive labor policy for 
the future." Among them he mentioned pn.w- 
age of adequate price control legislation, 
adoption ot the minimum wage bill, and ex- 
panded aoclal security legislation. 

The confusing thing about that statement 
Is the Incliialon of price control In a "future" 
policy along with two bills which deal with 
permanent and continuing matters. It has 
been generally assumed that price controls 
were & temporary war and postwar measure. 
Imposed for reasons too apparent and fa- 
miliar to need repeating now. and that they 
would be lifted when production and supply 
were at a safe level of abundance. 

Perhaps the senate acted too swiftly In lift- 
ing controls. But thus lar events since July | 
I have not warranted all the panicky laments 
and predictions ot doom that greeted them. 
Nor have they warranted Mr. Murray's charge 
that the senate's action was a ".scandalou-^ 
exhibition of log-rolling unequaled In Its 
depth of betrayal of public Interest," Wasn't 
there maybe a Ilttle Presidential log-rolling 
In the lifting of rationing and pay restrli 
tlona? 

• If Mr, Murray did not intend the Inference 
that he favors permanent or long-rangp price 
control, he would do the public a service by 
mylng «o. If he did intend the Inference, It 
might be well to find out if It is price control 
or profit control which he seeks. 

The need of price control Is temporary. But 
profit control can be permanent. We had 
Bome samples of profit control under OPA, 
and they contributed heavily to needless 
BcarcltlcB and black markets. Permanent 
price-and-proflt fixing by government would 
be revolutionary and, lo anyone sold on our 
present economic sy.stcm, unpopular and 
dangerous. 

All thla may seem like looking nnder the 
bed. But Mr. Truman is considerably be 
holden to Mr. Murray nnd the CIO for his 
present office, and Mr. Murray and the CIO 
command a lot of vote,?. 

When Mr. Murray a,';k3 for something he Is 
listened to. And it might be well to find out 
now exactly what he wants.
